That was about 
a quarter to two, All I had to hand over 
to tho pirates was a pockot-knifo, worth 
about 82, My finger ring and shirt atuds 
T accreted in the pantry during the timo 
the pirates had possession of the saloon, 
and I rocovored them next morning, ‘The 
valuables wora all passed out to the head 
pirate who‘steod at the door, Tho yalua: 
bles consisted of watches, chains, rinys, 
moncy &¢.  Altogethor property to the 
value Lehould say of -abuat $600 was puss- 
ed out, 
handed passodthem on to his confederates, 
Teall this man tho hitad pirate because he 
secmod ty direct tho actions of the others. 
Ho was semowhat better drossed than tho 
others IL. think he hud o silk coat. He 
had no distinguishing badge other than tho 
rod airing and cash. Ho was @ ¢altman of 
about 40. He waa apparently a Ountonese. 
He was armed like tho reat, I could re- 
cogniso him again, I never saw him 
before to my knowledze > T tad tiot” 
ticed him on board. I cuuld recognise 
the two men who told me lo come cut 
of the pantry and who made me go up 
tho atsircass. After wo-had linnded over 
tho property the chiof onginoer throngh 
the Fal awain asked tho head man what 
they intended todo.’ The reply was that 
they intended to take all the money they 
could out of the ship ond leave her at cight 
oelock, The chief engineer asked him to 
leave tho ship os soon as possible so that we 
imight get back to Hongkong and obtain 
modical assistance for tho wounded. The 
wounded «at this time, eo far as I knew, 
consisted of the third officor and second 
enginoor, both of who hud becn shot in 
the left arin noar the wrist. No roply was 
givon to tho chief ongineer's request, Thay 
anid any ono who attempted to escape from 
the room would be shot immediately, but 
in tho event of our keaping quict wa should 
not be burt. Tho head man and tho rest 
* of the pirutes then went away, leaving a 
guard of four or five men, Directly after- 
wards we heard tho Chinese passongers’ 
laggage being knocked about, while » 
number of the passengers were drivon 
on deck and sont down into the 
saloon, Tho noiso of smashing boxes 
lasted for ahout throo hours. Juat before 
dusk T heard the pirates shouting ordors to 
the firemen to oany the onyines, This was 
done, aud some time afterwards when.it had 
got dark, wo heard the whistlo blown.
